CIGARETTES— THE 

"GROWING BOY" 
AND THE LAW

It is hardly necessary lor me to 
tell the parents of the "growing boy" 
that the use of cigarettes is a menace 
to his good health and there is some 
doubt that matured men are helped. 
U> any great extent by excessive use 
of the cigarette. However, the 
"growing boy" is our problem and 
we must get him to realize that among 
the things listed to make him healthier 
in mind and body, he does not find 
"cigarettes." At the training tabla 
where the athlete is being made physi- 
cally fit, cigarettes are not to be found 
on the menu. The "growing boy 
seeking a position, in competition with 
other boys, will find that his case 
isn't helped to any great degree if he 
appears before his prospective employ- 
er with a cigarette between his 
stained fingers and smoke exuding 
from his nostrils. There are so many 
"growing boys" that are free from this 
unattractive, mind-deadening habit 
that it seems a bit foolish and not 
good business to handicap one's chance 
to make good by carrying this extra 
burden. 

1 can give the "growing boy count- 
less reasons why he should conserve 
his health by blue penciling the pleas- 
ure he thinks he gets from the use of 
a cigarette. After all, it doesn t 
make quite so much a man of a boy as 
he thinks it does. There are other 
habits more manly and even the 
cigarette smoker will admit this. The 
following letter is interesting; tis 
worth reading.

Now, I respectfully but earnestly 
protest against such a call. For years 
the teachers of our country have ad- 
vised their boys against the use of to- 
bpcco. Thousands of these boys are 
now going to the front as men without 
the tobacco habit, and now you in- 
vite us to ask eleven and twelve-year 
old boys and girls to raise money to 
buy what?

Under the auspices of the Com- 
munity Club, two most interesting 
talks were given by Miss Belle Hub- 
bard, Extension Worker in the De- 
partment of Home Economics of Penn- 
sylvania State College, Tuesday after- 
noon and evening of last week at the 
Y. M. C. A. The attendance at each 
meeting was about seventy. Mrs 
Edward Hartshorne, of Haverford 
County Chairman of Food Conserva- 
tion of Montgomery county, was pres- 
ent at the afternoon session and gave 
a short talk. 

Miss Hubbard is a fluent and agree- 
able speaker and soon gave evidence 
of a very thorough, training in her 
chosen field of work. In the after- 
noon the topic was mainly concerning 
grains and grain products. The great 
shortage of these products was fully 
set forth and the great necessity of 
wheat for the human race was demon- 
strated. Miss Hubbard had prepared 
samples of potato, nice and corn 
breads, which were tasted by those 
present and pronounced fine. She 
made a cocoanut souffle, also very 
much liked. A circular on grains and 
grain products by Pearl MacDonald, of 
State College, was distributed. It con- 
tained many valuable recipes for 
bread, cakes and puddings, made from 
wheat, cornmeal, rice, potato, bran, 
etc. Very great stress was placed on 
the necessity for economy in all 
foods. 

In the evening she discussed meats 
and meat substitutes. Interesting 
facts and figures were given, illus- 
trating the comparative value of meat 
and other sources o* protein supply, 
such as fish, milk, cheese, eggs, nuts, 
peas, beans, etc. Much emphasis was 
placed on the value of milk as a food 
product. Skim-miilk contains really 
more protein than whole milk. Intelli- 
gent appreciation of food values is 
needed by the housekeeper, so that 
there may be no needless and waste- 
ful duplication of different classes of 
food. Thus 1 , when some of the meat 
substitutes are on the table, the meat 
should be omitted. Miss Hubbard pre- 
pared a very toothsome bean loaf and 
a dish of Spanish rice, recipes for 
which were included in a leaflet by 
Miss MacDonald, of State College, 
which was distributed. This contained 
many other useful recipes and much 
information on meat and its substi- 
tutes. Other leaflets were also dis- 
tributed and reference was made to 
the many invaluable pamphlets issued 
by the U. S. Government on domestic 
science subjects. The seriousness of 
the food situation was clearly brought 
out. and the audience urged to econo- 
mize on food in every possible way. 

The speaker said that the average 
consumption in a family of five per- 
sons should be three pounds per week 
of butter, in addition to the fats from 
meats, etc. The sugar allowance per 
day should be two ounces. This 
means the sweetening in food and 
beverages. 

At the close of the talk on foods, she 
took up the subject of dress materials 
and gave useful and practical illus- 
trations of methods of detecting sub- 
stitution in the manufacture of tex- 
tiles, such as cottons, wools, linens 
and silks. All who attended enjoyed 
the talks greatly and there is no doubt 
that Narberth housekeepers will profit 
by what they have learned on these 
important subjects.

Manufacturers of essential food 
products have been advised by the 
Food Adinistration that they will be 
able to obtain their full necessary re- 
quirements of sugar for manufactur- 
ing purposes during the coming year. 
This applies particularly to packers 
of fruit, condensed milk, such vege- 
tables for the preservation of which 
sugar may be necessary, as well as to 
the housewives, for usage in preserv- 
ing purposes. As soon as the car 
shortage is relieved, according to the 
Food Administration statement, sup- 
plies of sugar will be available for 
these purposes. Shipments from 
Cuba are steadily increasing. 

All canners have been advised to 
hold for war purposes such quantities 
of canned corn, peas, tomatoes, string 
beans, and salmon as they may have 
on hand. Such quantities as are not 
wanted will be released within a few 
days after receipt of reports showing 
stocks on hand, which must be sub- 
mitted to the Food Administration be- 
fore March 15.

Your Patriotism 

As a further effort to conserve the 
| supply of wheat, County Food Admin- 
j istrator Henry K. Boyer has inaugu- 
rated a campaign to ascertain for the 
National Government the amount cf 
flour held by the families of Mont- 
gomery county. 

Complete reports of wheat flour 
holdings will be demanded from every 
householder. At the beginning the re- 
ports will be asked for as a purely 
voluntary contribution from patriotic 
citizens. These will be codified and 
; a careful account kept of each return. 
Sufficient time and opportunity will be 
given every householder to make this 

■ return. When a certain time, the same 
to be determined by the Government, 

i arrives those who have not made a re- 
i turn will be under strong suspicion 
and render themselves liable to an in- 
vasion of their premises by agents of 
the Federal Government. 

The Chronicle prints to-day a coupon 
upon which its readers may make re- 
turn to Mr. Boyer. This will be the 
only notice given. No direct applica- 

■ tion will be made to householders at 

j this time for these reports but only 

; through the newspapers and in the 
manner indicated. 

The Chronicle would urge upon its 

i readers to make these returns prompt- 
ly, from motives of patriotism first of 
all, and if patriotism is not a com- 
pelling motive then because of fear of 

I unpleasant consequences that may 

! ensue. 

It is again called to your attention 

: that an immediate report will avoid 
all possibility of search and prosecu- 
tion. No householder is permitted to 
purchase more than 49 pounds of 
wheat flour nor to have more than 30 
days' supply. This does not mean. 

; however, that, if you have more than 
this quantity on hand, it will be taken 
from you immediately. It. simply 
means that persons having more than 
an adequate quantity of flour on hand 
can hold the same subject to purchase 
of the same by the Government in case 
of famine, which is sure to come in 
May or June ir householders indulge 
in hoarding. 

The system of requiring complete 
reports of wheat flour holdings is 
i'oinir into effect in every county in 
the State. It is officially stated by the 

Government Administration: "The pur- 
pose is to find out where excess arise 
later, the location of the flour to meet 
the need will be known immediately." 
The fundamental idea of the Govern- 
ment is that no one shall suffer, but all 
share equally.

Narberth folks who happened to be 
out doors last Thursday night along 
about half past ten had a splendid 
opportunity to see the Aurora Borealis, 
which scientists say was one of the 
finest exhibitions of this phenomenon 
seen in the United States in many 
years. From one of our residents who 
witnessed the "lights" from the time 
they were at their height until the 
•'big show" was over we have received 
the following description: 

"I had started out for a walk with 
the dog, about twenty minutes after 
ten, and noticed nothing peculiar in 
the sky until about ten or fifteen 
minutes later. But between 10.30 and 
11 o'clock I saw sights that only the 
late Stephen Crane, with his mar- 
velous powers of colorful description, 
might, have adequately pictured. 

"First came a. glow in the north, a 
faint reddish-pink. It increased rapid- 
ly in tone and in size and I thought 
for the moment that it was the glare 
from the blast furnaces at Consho- 
hocken, which are frequently visible. 
But that impression had vanished in 
an instant. Before I had gone a hun- 
dred feet the reddish-pink had turned 
to a fiery glare, illuminating the en- 
tire northern sky. 

"During the next ten or fifteen 
minutes the lights spread to all parts 
of the heavens — great clouds of color, 
each one starting with a reddish-pink 
hue. Rapidly the color intensified 
until it became red with the glare of 
a great fire. One minute the light 
would glow in the north and then fade 
as lit grew in the south. Over the 
housetops in the direction of Philadel- 
phia, the impression might have been 
that the entire city was afire. 
All the while the stars were shining 
through this strange color, creating 
a very wonderful and unusual sight. 

"At times the light spread in great 
long streaks and it looked r.s though 
the gods had dipped great, broad paint 
brushes in seas of red liquid and with 
gigantic strokes were sweeping them 
back and forth across the sky. 

"With the mind filled with the hor- 
ror of the great war, it was easy for 
the imagination to see in the red 3ky 
the glare and flame of a hundred bat- 
tlefields. 

"Gradually the great clouds of red- 
dish light faded. The streaks of fire 
melted into the blackness of the night 
Then came the streaks of white or 
yellow light from the north, which the 
people of Norway very correctly call 
•the dancing lights.' 

"From the northern horizon came 
blue-white bands of light. It ap- 
peared as though a hundred powerful 
searchlights were playing on the 
heavens. These lights, seemingly about 
two feet wide, literally danced from 
the northern horizon up over the black 
dome of night, disappearing far over- 
head. These (lancing lights lasted for 
perhaps five or ten minutes and then 
slowly disappeared. By a quarter 
after eleven the skies were normal, to 
the naked eye, and the stars were 
shining down out of the blue-black 
night just as though nothing unusual 
had happened. 

"It was the strangest and most won- 
derful Slight that I have ever seen and 
older residents tell me that nothing 
like it has ever been visible in these 
parts of the country. In fact, it was 
so vivid and awe inspiring that there 
were moments when, I believe, I would 
not have been surprised had great 
clouds of fire and ashes begun falling 
upon the earth and the land rocked 
and cracked and things toppled over 
in one great orgy of destruction."
